■ “I might state that I expect a full 
report to be submitted from the sec¬ 
retary to the council, but the follow¬ 
ing may be of some information to 
you. 1 understand that Dr. Baker’s 
services are at the disposal of the 
clinic to examine patients suspected 
of T.B. During the last three months 
29 patients were examined and 3 cas¬ 
es found. During this time there 
were 622 vacinations for small pox 
and 48 revacinations. In the Nanton 
district there were 6 cases of diph¬ 
theria in one school of 20 or 30. 
These six had been in school for a 
week, but owing to the vacinations, 
no more cases developed.

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INSPIRING INTEREST 

Within the past few months, • numerous Junior Red 
Cross branches have been organized through this district. 
Through the vigorous encouragement and direction of the 
teachers of the schools, these little groups have been well 
established and are progressing along useful and worthy 
lines. 

The training and teaching involved in Red Cross work 
is valuable. It may be co-related with different studies on 
the curriculum. It- instils interest in personal health and 
health rules, in first aid work, and stimulates a social con¬ 
sciousness. The latter is one of the best features in fos¬ 
tering a sympathy for other children less fortunate. Al¬ 
ready several of the groups have, by personal effort, con¬ 
tributed little sums to the Junior Red Cross Hospital <ind 
the whole spirit of the organization is forward looking. 

No impulse is so worthy of development, as thought 
and consideration for others, and a little self-denial in or¬ 
der that others may be happier and more able to enjoy 
life. When this impulse can be fostered through the spon¬ 
taneous and pleasant programs of the Red Cro9s, it is an 
important feature of character training. 

It has been largely through the influence and sympathy 
of the teachers of town and country, that this movement 
has taken such a hold on the enthusiasm of the children. 
This is but one other phase of the many sided work of 
education. It is purely voluntary on the part of the teach 
ers, who after all are the pivot. They give much time to 
the selection of suitable work, and to the inclusion of Red 
Cross aims in the school program in such a way as to sac¬ 
rifice none of the other requirements. Again we are in¬ 
debted to our teachers. 

THE CASE OF FERNIE 

Tragedy faces the city of Femie through the closing of 
the coal company from which about 800 men draw payroll 
The President of the Crow’s Nest Pass Company, an¬ 
nounced the necessity for this action, -because of the de¬ 
preciation in coal orders, the development of Alberta gas 
areas, the increased use of oil fuel, and the adverse Un¬ 
ited States duty. For over two years the Femie Coal 
Creek mines have been run at a loss, and orders were sent 
out that on March 31 the men would take their tools from 
the pits. 

Fernie is a city built upon the coal mining industry and 
up to the last few years, no industry seemed to offer a 
more reliable future. Yet involuntarily we have all con¬ 
tributed to Femie’a tragic state. 

It is a city which has earned an enviable name for the 
courage and enterprise of its citizens. Its growth and 
substantial development nave been attended by set backs 
that have been unknown in the history of most towns. 
Twice it has been ravaged by fire, many times imperilled 
by forest fires. The Home Bank failure took exception¬ 
ally heavy toll from the funds of the city and large busi¬ 
ness concerns. 

Yet from each disaster it rose triumphant. The city 
still had its payroll and could build again. Now its very 
foundation has been cut away and 800 heads of families 
are out of employment. The consequence upon the entire 
superstructure of business life is not difficult to imagine. 
All those who have passed through the city have been im¬ 
pressed with its substantial, permanent appearance. Its 
dignified tree-shaded streets, its comfortable homes and 
well equipped business places have argued a civic pride 
and a virile intelligent citizenship. 

At the present time of economic distress and scientific 
advancement, the prospect for a restoration of the coal 
industry is not good. Yet the citizens of Fernie with 
justifiable confidence in the future, rebuilt their homes, 
invested their capital in business, instituted civic improve¬ 
ments. Their fate is such as no one would have antici¬ 
pated, and has come through no fault of their own. It is 
another example of the human toll exacted in the march 
of science and the demand for material progress. To 
what extent is brother man responsible ? Will society ev¬ 
er solve the problem ot' absorbing displaced labor, as fast 
as industries are revolutionized. 

In the light of what may happen any centre dependent 
on the mining industries, the towns which have been built 
upon the agricultural industries do seem more secure. It 
is beyond imagination that the farming industry as we 
know it will be utterly altered. If there is security for 
any people it would seem to be for those directly or indi¬ 
rectly dependent on necessary food products. Yet who 
knows f 

STILL RANKLING 

As a rule in this quick moving age, emotions are fleet¬ 
ing. It is often difficult to remember this week, that 
which we were all worked up about last week. - 

This is not true, however, in the case of 1933 motor li¬ 
censes. The $20.00 extraction still rankles. As one citi¬ 
zen feelingly remarked: “If you can’t trust the govern¬ 
ment, where are you at?” 

The grievance of the people does not lie so much in the 
fact that they paid $20.00 for licenses, and are getting no 
refund. (They were not definitely promised a refund).But 
their real grievance lies in the fact that information, 
which would have delayed their purchase till April 3 was 
withheld from them. It was their right to have the al¬ 
ternative presented to them—$20.00 after March 1 or 
$15.00 after April 3. If the government had stated this 
alternative candidly at the outset, they would have lost a 
good many thousand dollars (it is estimated between 
$1600 and $2000 in this district alone). But, what is much 
more important even in these hard pressed times, they 
would have retained the confidence of the people. 

It is, so far as the money goes, no overwhelming catas¬ 
trophe to individuals. But from the standpoint of fair 
dealing it is much more serious. 

In this district at least, there was no favoritism shown 
so far as has been heard. Cars were not allowed to run 
without license after March 6, whether they belonged to 
farmer or townsman. But the man who paid promptly 
feels that he is being exploited and the governments big 
mistake lay in not enforcing the ’33 license on Feb. 1st 


CANADIAN BOND HOLDERS

FRANK OLIVER 

Death has come to Hon. Frank Oliver, one of the great 
pioneers of the West. It is particularly fitting that no 
long period of illness or inactivity should have preceded 
his passing.. His life was lived in all its vigor, to the 
full span of eighty years. For sixty of those years he 
has been a valiant tighter for the Canadian West. He 
was truly One of the fathers and founders of Alberta, ar¬ 
riving in Edmonton in 1876 by way of covered wagon. In 
1879, when a primitive telegraphic service reached the 
northern city, Oliver saw the need and opportunity for a 
newspaper, so he founded the Edmonton Bulletin. This 
first newspaper was the size of a dodger but soon grew 
with growing demand. In addition to his virile, vigorous 
press work, he soon became interested in the political Jife 
of the West, serving first as Liberal member in the Leg¬ 
islative Council and later in the assembly of the North 
West Territories. In 1896 he was elected member to the 
Federal House and in 1906, under the Laurier regime be¬ 
came Minister Of the Interior. It was in 1917 that he 
was finally defeated in election, and in 1923 he was ap¬ 
pointed to the Board of Railway Commissioners. 

Frank Oliver carried with him to Ottawa, the forth¬ 
rightness and strength of the Western prairies. He was 
ever a forceful personality, his gift for phrasing and ex¬ 
pression creating a tradition in Ottawa. His unquestion¬ 
ed honesty and sincere convictions made him a powerful 
influence and a difficult man to defeat. He was firm in 
his belief in Liberalism and firm in his faith in the Great 
West. 

This country has lost in him a notable first citizen, a 
man of indomitable spirit and one whose long life was an 
answer to the call for service. 

LOTS OF WORK TO DO 

In Hansard of last week, G. G. Coote, speaking during 
the Budget debate, spoke of the infinite needs of Cana¬ 
dian people, many of which were still unfilled. His argu¬ 
ment was that unemployment should not exist and would 
not exist to the extent that it does, if people had the abil¬ 
ity to purchase that which they require. 

“I find“from a recent bulletin issued by the bureau of 
statistics that there are in Canada 728,000 farms—I omit 
the hundreds. Of these 116,000 have radios. That mewjs 
that there is a market for 612,000 radio receiving sets. 
There are 321,000 farms with automobiles and 407,000 
without; and 233,000 farms with telephones and 494,000 
without. Remember, these are 1931 figures, and in some 
districts one-half of the rural telephones have been taken 
out in thife last year. Of all the farms in Canada only 
60,000 have running water in the kitchen. There is work 
for plumbers to in3tal water systems in 668,000 farm 
homes. The number of farm homes in Canada with run¬ 
ning water piped in the bathroom is 36,000, or about five 
per cent. There is a wopderful market in Canada for all 
our industries. 1 am sorry I have not the statistics for 
the cities, but they are not published by the bureau. If 
every building in Canada that needs a coat of paint were 
painted this year it would give employment to 100,000 
men making the paint and putting it on the buildings. I 
am impressed with this fact every time’I make the trip 
from here to Montreal. I am sure there is plenty of em¬ 
ployment in Canada for all our people for the next ten 
years, and in that period we would have a breathing space 
to make comprehensive plans for giving employment to 
the people and supplying them with the goods we know 
we can produce.” 

SENATOR RILEY’S STAND 

The Lethbridge Herald commenting on Senator Riley’s 
case for the cattle and dairy industries as presented in 
the Senate, states: 

“The only thing standing in the way of a tremendous 
increase in livestock products in the Prairie Provinces is 
tack of market and a, comprehensive marketing system. 

“We have pointed out that when a farmer raises 1000 
bushels of wheat he can take it to market any day in the 
week and get a cash price for it; he can, if he thinks best, 
store it in elevators until better prices are offered; or he 
can store it on the farm. Once it is threshed and housed 
it does not deteriorate. It is worth cash value at any 
time. 

“Not so with livestock. When an animal is ready for 
the market it must go to market, or else it remains on 
the farm eating its head off, probably becoming overfat 
and therefore less valuable, and generally running up a 
bill of expense. 

“The Herald is satisfied that if livestock marketing 
were as well organized as wheat, marketing has been, we 
would double or treble our livestock production in Canada 
without raising a bushel less wheat. On the average half 
section wheat farm today, half the farm is in wheat, half 
in summerfallow. But make livestock production profit¬ 
able, give market stability, and one-third of the farm 
would be in wheat, one-third in clovers and grasses, one- 
third in corn, coarse grains and other crops for finishing 
livestock. The rotation and the fertilization of the land 
which would take place would give us as many bushels of 
wheat on 100 acres as from 160 at present, and we would 
have thousands of head of cattle, hogs and sheep going 
to the market from the grass, clover and coarse grains 
area where now we have a cowless-sowless-henless, one- 
crop farm system with everything depending on wheat. 
We would have a more contented population, and a mhre 
prosperous one. ‘ ■ 

‘But we will never reach that goal with our livestock 
markets as susceptible to every wind that blows as they 
have been in the past. GiVe us wider livestock markets, a 
stabilized marketing system properly supervised to see to 
it that the grower’s interests are protected, and Western 
Canada will show the world a steady stream of the best 
livestock products to be found anywhere."

The provincial telephone deficit 
nears the million dollar mark. 

It is expected that a ban will be 
placed on heavy truck traffic on the 
highways. . 

Citizens in the country east of here 
{lave been having good luck in catch¬ 
ing pike from Lake McGregor. 

Taxation of pipe lines is likely as a 
source of revenue this year. This 
will be along the line applied to pow¬ 
er lines. 

The, provincial gas refund for those 
buying gasoline for agricultural pur¬ 
poses is raised from 4 to 5 cents a 
gallon. 

The six cent levy on gas becomes 
effective April 1. It is expected that 
this increased gas tax may put the 
government $140,000 ahead, despite 
the cut in license fee. 

It was brought out in the process 
of discussion that in 1920, the cabinet 
of the government then in power had 
a travelling expense of $15,070.61. 

Mr. Butterwick and MisS Maurine 
Fleming of Farrow district won the 
inter-league debate over the two 
Nanton debaters, Ivan Howden and 
Frank Armstrong at Nanton. 

Police made a round up of cars 
travelling round Bassano, Brooks and 
Duchess on ’32 license plates. They 
took advantage of a sale in the dis¬ 
trict to tag 53 cars, and owners have 
been tried in the towns nearby.

In the provincial telephone system 
a deficit of $615,281 was recorded.

In 1930 there 
were 61,963 phones in service. These 
dropped to 57,837 in 1931, with a fur¬ 
ther drop to 50,066 in 1932. 

Gun-carrying policemen and gun¬ 
carrying thugs alike came in for a 
measure of condemnation in the 
house of commons when a bill to in¬ 
crease the penalties for unauthorized 
carrying of firearms was discussed.

TAXES MORE TAXES OUR CIVILIZATION 
SAYS FIN POST ITS FAILURE 


Cut in Ordinary Expenditures of 

$9,000,000, New Tax Demand 
$70,000,000 

' The Financial Post, regarded as an 
jconomic authority, is very critical of 
the ,Federal Government’s failure to 
exercise any substantial economy, 
and the frantic effort to balance bud¬ 
gets with more and heavier taxes. It 
says: 

Again taxation is substituted for 
economy. Again the chance to make 
certain that Canada will avert a fin¬ 
ancial crash is thrown away. Last 
year a host of new taxes were piled 
u\)on the people; they were designed 
to increase revenues by $55,000,000 
But even with the new taxes, the rev¬ 
enues have fallen $18,000,000 below j 
the previous year. The wealttt and 
income simply has not been tnfre to 
tax. 

Again this year the Government 
imposes a long list of new taxes; 
some of them are theoretically good 
taxes, if taxes there must be; some 
are dangerous taxes. They are de¬ 
signed to produce $70,000,000 of new 
revenues. 

“According to the figures of the 
Minister of Finance, the assembled 
estimates for 1933-34 are: ordinary 
ependitures $355,400,000; special ex¬ 
penditure and non-active loans $35,- 
000,000; .C.N.R. deficit $48,0(H),000. 
Total expenditure, $438,400,000, less 
estimated revenue of $357,200,000; 
deficit $81,200,000. j ' 

“The significance of these figures 
is that the total expenditures of gov¬ 
ernment on all current accounts for 
the coming year are expected to be 
only $24,000,000 less than last year. 
This includes anticipated savings of 
$5,000,000 on the Canadian National 
Railways and the pious hope of a re¬ 
duction in special expenditures and 
advances of about $9,000,000. 

“The government promises to re¬ 
duce ordinary expenditures merely 
by $9,000,000. The past year’s ex¬ 
penditures were $364,400,000*. and 
next year’s expected expenditures are 
$355,400,000—only nine million dol¬ 
lars on 364 million. T*his even after 
the 10 per cent, cut in department 
votes. 

“The cut in ordinary expenditures 
is $9,000,000—and supplementary es- 
estimates, including thife cost of the 
new farm export bonus may wipe out 
a large part of this—but the new 
taxes are intended to extract an ad¬ 
ditional $70,000,000 from the people.’ 

“And in addition the Government 
hints at another tax to look after the 
C.N.R. deficit. 

The §hoek and pain caused to Can¬ 
adian people by this unbusiness-like 
brutal disregard of the tax burden 
under which they are laboring is a 
matter serious to contemplate. The 
Government has simply toyed 1 with 
the idea of economy and has shown 
almost the minimum amount of cour¬ 
age and resources in handling the sit¬ 
uation. 

One may wonder if the cabinet has 
any genuine appreciation of the na¬ 
tional financial"" emergency that exists 
and that could easily become a credit 
crisis of prime magnitude. 

Of vast importance is the probable 
reaction of this budget plan upon 
Canada’s credit-position at home and 
abroad. The effect cannot but he 
harmful. It is harmful because ex¬ 
penditure cuts are of the meagrest; 
it is harmful because another of bor¬ 
rowing to meet deficits is assured; it 
is harmful because already excessive 
taxation upon producers is greatly in¬ 
creased; it is harmful because serious 
tax burdens arc imposed against 
those who have invested their money 
in Canada or might be expected to in 
vest their money in Canada. 

The new and higher taxes would 
willingly have been paid had the 
Government contributed its share of 
relief by a cut in expenditures as

Alberta Legislature 

Following in line with the inter¬ 
provincial conference in Winnipeg in 
January, the Alberta Legislature has 
introduced the bill, providing for pay¬ 
ment of tax arrears in instalments. 

The bill provides that when a tax¬ 
payer is in arrears for more than 
one year in respect of land taxes due 
the municipality, o.r for school taxes, 
he may enter into a consolidation 
agreement whereby the arrears would 
be paid by instalments over a period 
of six years. 

The scale of the instalments is to 
be as follows: 1933, 10 ;per cent. 

1934, 10 per cent.; 1935, 15 per cent; 
1936, 20 per cent; il937 20 per cent; 
1938, 25 per cent. \ 

Instalment must be paid on or 
before December 15 in each year and 
current taxes also must be paid on dr 
before that date. 

Upon payment of the instalments 
on or before the date fixed for pay¬ 
ment, a discount by way of credit is 
allowed on each instalment paid. 

This discount will vary from 9 per 
cent, if the taxes consolidated are for 
a period of less than three years and 
more than one year, to 26 per cent if 
the consolidated taxes are for a per¬ 
iod of six years or more. 

Hail Insurance 

In case the arrears comprise any 
hail insurance rates, that proportion 
of the. instalment which is attribut¬ 
able to those rates is not subject to 
discount. 

Another important clause says that 
the effect of a consolidation agree¬ 
ment is to stop all proceedings under 
the Tax Recovery Act. 

In case default is made in the pay¬ 
ment of any instalment or any cur¬ 
rent taxes on the due date, the agree¬ 
ment is cancelled and the arrears of 
taxes with penalties become payable 
as if there had been no Consolidation 
agreement, while all proceedings un¬ 
der the Tax Recovery Act are revi veil 

The Alberta Legislature is making 
progress in its sessional work, and is 

drastic as the increase in taxes. Can¬ 
ada’s credit would have been en¬ 
hanced; the success of refunding 
loans would have been assured in¬ 
stead of being placed in doubt. All 
classes of people would have felt im¬ 
pelled, as were the people in Britain 
in 1931, and as are' the people of the 
United States today, to join together 
in a nation wide effort to re-establish 
the country’s finances on a sound bas 
ia The Government has failed in its 
most important duty to the people.

disposing of estimates in the various 
departments. The Dept of Agricul¬ 
ture estimates of $359,442 have been 
passed. There are cuts in this depart¬ 
ment which will affect certain agri¬ 
cultural phases in the province. 
Grants to fairs and school fairs have 
been greatly curtailed and this will 
probably result in fewer school fairs. 
The Olds Agricultural School is the 
only one which will operate this year. 
There are eleven district agricultur¬ 
ists in the province, and these with a 
fund for boys’ and girls’ club work, 
total $40,300, a reduction of $30,000 
under last year. 

The appropriation for weed de¬ 
struction has been cut from $36,243 
last year to $12,393 this year. It is 
expected however that more of the 
work will be done by municipalities. 

Reductions In Salaries 

Salary reductions of civil servants 
in the province will total $320,000. 
I’remjer Brownlee’s salary will be 
cut by $1200; and the Cabinet minis¬ 
ters by $840. The Alberta cabinet is 
one of the four lowest paid cabinets 
in the Dominion. In Manitoba, N.S. 
and N.B. the ministers remuneration 
is less. 

The new schedule proposed, makes 
voluntary contributions from salaries 
as follows: Married employees up to 
$1,000 of salary, four per cent.; 
from $1,000 to $1,6000, 10 per cent.; 
from $1,500 to $4,000, 14 per cent.; 
over $4,000, 20 per cent. 

Single employees up to $1,000, six 
per cent.; $1,000 to $1,600, 12 per 

cent.; $1,500 to $4,000, 16 per cent.; 
over $4,000, 20 per cent. 

Re Changes in Debt Act 

The main criticism of changes in 
the Debt. Adjustment Act are the 
following: 

“Where the act prevents action by 
a mortgagee, the lands covered by 
the mortgage should be protected 
from tax enforcement proceedings 
by the municipality. No provision is 
made to restrain such action by mun¬ 
icipalities. To permit tax sale pro¬ 
ceedings by municipalities might 
force creditors to pay taxes without 
recourse of collection from the deb¬ 
tor and involve material hardship, 
especially on private lenders and oth¬ 
ers having interest in the lands. 

“The board of review provided for 
ih the act appears unnecessary, and 
there should be right of appeal from 
the decision of the director to a judge 
of the supreme court. 

“The term during which the act 
should remain in force should be lim¬ 
ited to one year.” 

. Merchants Urge Board 

Retail merchants have urged that 
the Small Debts Act be amended to 
provide that amounts up to $200 be 
handled in this court, instead of the 
maximum $100.00. 

Game Act 

Following amendments to the Game 
Act farmers are free to shoot any¬ 
where in the province (in season) 
without license. Shooting of crows 
and magpies on the Sabbath is allow¬ 
ed. While hunting in a forest reserve 
every non-resident must have a li¬ 
censed guide with him. All persons 
are prohibited from “outfitting,” 
without a license.

Interpretation of Milk Test Reports 

The Sedimentation test shows the amount of visible dirt parti¬ 
cles. It is reported in four grades "good” “fair” “poor” and “bad”. 
In first class milk the test should always be “good.” 

The reductase test shows amounts of Invisible contamination and 
is an index of the keeping quality of the milk. It is reported in four 
grades: “good” “poor” “vtry poor” and “bad.” 

The bacteria count shows the number of bacteria per cubic centi¬ 
meter of milk. This varies considerably with herds and seasons but 
in fresh milk should be below 50,000 counts. As low as 5,000 to 10,000 
are possible. Bacteria multiply with enormous rapidity in milk which 
is kept at temperatures higher than 40 to 60 degrees F. 

Butterfat. The provincial regulations at present require milk in 
Alberta to be at least 3 per cent, butterfat. The average is upwards 
of 3.5.
